About 12,000 people are 
expected to attend the event 
which will have two firework 
displays set to music with a 
contemporary theme. 

Cabinet member for 
neighbourhood services 
Councillor Ian Jones said: 
“This is a great event and it 
is a chance for people to 
come along with family and 
friends to enjoy a safe, well 
organised bonfire and fire¬ 
work show. ” 

There will be a children’s 
display at 7pm followed by 
the main display at 7.45pm. 

Included in the event will 
be a stage and entertain¬ 
ment from Free Radio, and a 
funfair. 

Admission will be £6 for 
adults and £3 for children 
and over-60s. Family tickets 
will be £15 for an adult and 
three children, or two adults 
and two children. Under- 
fives go free. 

People are asked not to 
bring fireworks, sparklers or 
alcohol to the event. 

Parking will be free after 
6pm at town centre car 
parks. 

Dealership 
closes down 

THE Bristol Street Motors 
dealership in Smethwick has 
closed despite its parent 
group’s rise in profit. 

The dealership, in Hagley 
Road West, shut on October 
1 with the Vertu Motors 
group transferring activities 
to its other six Ford dealer¬ 
ships in the West Midlands. 

Smethwick, which was 
the smallest of the dealer¬ 
ships, was shut to cut over¬ 
heads and increase activity 
at the other sites. 

Vertu reported pre-tax 
profit up 26.8 per cent to 
£5.2 million for the six 
months to the end of August. 


FEARS OVER SCHOOL 

APPLICATIONS MOVE

FEARS have been raised 
over a council plan to 
encourage parents to apply 
for their children’s school 
places online. 

Sandwell Council wants to cut out 
paper forms to cut costs. 

The plan to move towards online applica¬ 
tions is expected to be rubber-stamped at a 
meeting today (Thursday). 

Council chiefs want all parents to apply for 
primary and secondary school places online, 
and will not issue paper forms, unless one is 
requested. 

A report to Sandwell’s education boss 
Councillor Bob Badham says the schools 
admission scheme will remain the same as 
last year. For the school year 2014/2015 
parents must get their applications in by 
January 15, 2014 for places at primary 
schools, and October 31, 2013 for secondary 
schools. 

Councillor Badham said: “The idea is to 
encourage people is to use the internet 
because they can get more or less instant 
responses. With a paper trail they can get five 
or 10 days’ delay. This is trying to make this 
easier for people who do have access to the 
internet. 

Scrutiny 

“We understand some people still don’t 
have computers but from the local author¬ 
ity’s point of view we can save time and costs 
for those that do have computers. 

“We won’t refuse anyone who requests 
paper forms, obviously.” 

Some school governors are concerned at 
the move. Councillor Elaine Costigan, a gov¬ 
ernor at Wood Green Junior and Albert 
Pritchard Infant schools in Wednesbury said: 
“Whilst I can understand the reasoning, to 
reduce costs and the paper trail, I do have 
reservations. 

“I know of one case where a parent has 
applied online, and received a receipt for the 
application but for some reason the applica¬ 
tion did not get through, and they missed out 
on their preferred school place. 

“It went to appeal and the family won the 
case, but it should not have happened.” 

And Councillor Pam Hughes, governor of 
Old Park Primary in Wednesbury, has called 
in the plan to the council’s scrutiny panel to 
look at because she also has concerns. 


Mother dies hours after baby tragedy

A YOUNG woman who 
dreamed of becoming a mother 
died just hours after learning 
the baby she was carrying had 
died. 

Lindsay Clift and husband 
Darren had prepared their 
home for the arrival of Katy 
May, their first child together. 

But tragedy struck when 
Lindsay went to Wolverhamp¬ 
ton’s New Cross Hospital to 
give birth, only for doctors to 
discover that Katy May had 
died. 

Then, about five hours later, 
Lindsay died. 

Family and friends of the 


popular 29-year-old mobile 
hairdresser were devastated. 

Her husband Darren said she 
was “beautiful, stunning and 
warm”. 

Former Tividale High School 
pupil Lindsay went to hospital 
to be induced because she was 
12 days past her due date. 

Darren took her to hospital 
and never envisaged any prob¬ 
lems. 

He said: “There was no 
reason to think anything was 
going to go wrong that day. She 
walked in there fit and healthy. 

“She seemed to just pass out. 
To my mind, once Katy May had 


gone it was almost as if Lindsay 
wanted to go as well, to look 
after the baby. She wanted a 
baby so much. 

“We went in there hand in 
hand to become a three and very 
quickly found that Katy May 
had passed away, and then 
Lindsay. 

Married 

“I still can’t believe how we 
got to this.” 

Rock music lover Lindsay got 
together with Darren in 2005 
after meeting at Dudley-based 
Alan Nuttall Ltd, where Darren 
still works. The couple married 


in May last year at The Mount 
Hotel in Wolverhampton. 

“Lindsay was just a warm and 
easy person to be with. There 
was never a bad patch.” 

Darren, of Himley Close, said 
he had been moved by scores of 
condolence messages on Face- 
book. 

Lindsay died on September 
26. An inquest into her death 
has been opened and adjourned. 

The exact cause of death is 
not yet known. 

Her funeral service and cre¬ 
mation will take place at Bush- 
bury Crematorium tomorrow 
(Friday) from 2pm. 


One in five 
people 
receiving 
benefits 

ONE in five people in the 
Black Country is on benefits, 
and 17 per cent are getting 
out-of-work payments, 
latest figures show. 

Sandwell and Wolver¬ 
hampton top the list in the 
region with 23 per cent of 
their working age popula¬ 
tion claiming benefits. 

Wolverhampton has the 
highest proportion of claim¬ 
ing out-of-work benefits at 

19.8 per cent. 

Sandwell has 19.3 per cent 
of the population receiving 
the benefits. 

That includes people on 
job seekers allowance, inca¬ 
pacity and lone parents ben¬ 
efits. 

The figures reveal that 
Dudley, Walsall and 
Cannock Chase Council’s 
also had higher than average 
benefits claimants. 

The Office for National 
Statistics figures which 
relate to people aged 
between 16 and 64, show 
that in the West Midlands 

16.8 per cent of are claiming 
funds from the state. 

The national average is 15 
per cent. 

Sandwell Council’s jobs 
and economy boss Council¬ 
lor Derek Rowley blamed 
the economic downturn 
rather than a “benefits 
culture”. 

Councillor Rowley said: 
“It is of course the economic 
climate and recession, as 
many of these people will be 
struggling to find work.” 

Raiders take 
£3,000 bike

£3,000 mountain bike in a 
raid on a West Bromwich 
home. 

The raiders smashed down a 
garage door and using 
cutters to snap off a padlock 
to get the customised cycle, 
the prize possession of 
mountain bike enthusiast 
Martin Somerfield, aged 28. 

He is working in Boston 
but his father Stephen, who 
also lives in the house, said: 
“He is totally gutted.” 

The bike is a 2007 
Stumpjumper FSR Elite 
frame with custom metallic 
fleck paint. 
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Probe promised into fumes complaint 


AN investigation will take place 
into fumes from a Black 
Country metal firm which has 
already been forced to close one 
branch with the loss of 80 jobs. 

Around 30 residents put their 
names to a petition last year asking 
Sandwell Council to take action 
about fumes coming from Bridge 
Aluminium, on Bridge Street in 


Wednesbury, which is owned by 
Caparo. Residents in neighbouring 
College Close, Woden Road South, 
Chestnut Road and the College 
Fields and Golf Links estates signed 
the petition. 

Now it has been revealed the 
authority is looking to appoint a con¬ 
sultant to carry out a so-called odour 
impact assessment. 

The proposed remedy has been 


revealed in a report in action taken 
against petitions which was pre¬ 
sented to neighbourhoods chief 
Councillor Ian Jones. 

Pleased 

The move comes after the firm 
was forced to close its Stourbridge 
branch, Caparo Aluminium Tech¬ 
nologies Ltd, on Wollaston High 
Street, with the loss of 80 jobs in 
March last year. 


Councillor Olwen Jones, said: “I 
think the residents will be pleased to 
hear this. 

“This will hopefully establish 
where it’s coming from and allow 
the council to react to it if neces¬ 
sary.” 

The company declined to 
comment on the petition against its 
Wednesbury branch, which employs 
around 200 people.

BEAR pits, stately homes, churches 
and factories are among almost 60 
landmarks in the region at risk of 
being lost, including many in 
Sandwell, English Heritage has said. 

The organisation has published its annual At 
Risk Register of 6,000 buildings and historic sites 
across the country. 

The figure includes heritage sites with the 
highest levels of protection, Grade I and II* 
listing, across the country but those with the 
lower Grade II listing have only been included in 
London. 

English Heritage also announced a programme 
to assess England’s 345,000 Grade II listed build¬ 
ings, funding between nine and 15 pilot surveys 
with local authorities and other groups to find out 
which such structures are at risk. 

On average buildings are £370,000 short of 
what they need to bring them up standard. 

Grade II* listed buildings at risk include Great 
Barr Hall, on the Walsall-Sandwell border, which 
has been standing empty since 1978 and has 
fallen into a state of disrepair. 

It was bought earlier this year by a mystery 
consortium which has appointed Lapworth 
Architects to draw up options for its future and 
manage the project. 

Damage 

Its inclusion in the list of buildings causing 
concern for English Heritage was not a surprise, 
said Peter Allen, of the Great Barr Hall Action 
Committee. 

He said the amount of damage there supported 
his belief the building should not be restored but 
should be rebuilt on its 18th century footings, 
when it was a renowned meeting place for The 
Lunar Society. 

“It is in a state, it’s got no roof, no woodwork 
and it’s absolutely derelict,” he said. 

“It would be much more sensible to try to 
rebuild it on the original footing rather than 
restore it.” 

He has previously claimed rebuilding it on its 
18th century footings would give it a great asso¬ 
ciation with The Lunar Society and could make it 
a “major international tourist attraction”. 

Another historic local building that needs 
attention is the Soho Foundry in Smethwick. It 
was created in 1795 by Matthew Boulton and 
James Watt for the manufacture of steam 
engines. 

Now, says English heritage, it needs work to 
stabilise it. 

Meanwhile, over at Dudley Zoo, the brown bear 
pits which date back to 1936, have appeared on 
the risk register for years. 

Bosses are now confident that work scheduled 
for 2014 will secure them for the future following 


the approval of £1.15 million Heritage Lottery 
Fund cash. 

The work will take place following the comple¬ 
tion of restoration work to the zoo’s Safari Shop 
and the main entrance. Zoo chief executive Peter 
Suddock said: “The bear ravine is hugely signifi¬ 
cant. 

“It is one of the largest iconic buildings and is 
the most complex of the structures. 

“Its importance is fully recognised and is 
reflected in the early phase of the restoration pro¬ 
gramme. The kiosk will be repaired at the same 


time as it is an adjacent structure and easy to 
restore concurrently.” 

A new entry on the list this year is St Leonard’s 
Church in Bilston, which has caused concern due 
to leaking parapet gutters. 

Dr Edward Impey of English Heritage said that 
in the climate of spending cuts, efforts to save 
buildings may have to focus on “holding” meas¬ 
ures. 

Buildings could be saved with innovative 
schemes by people finding new uses for struc¬ 
tures, he said. 


Plan for 
dining 
spot at 
old pub 

A PLAN to transform a 
former landmark pub into a 
restaurant, takeaway and 10 
apartment complex are back 
on the table for approval. 

Developers want to 
revamp the site of the 
former New Talbot, Hagley 
Road, Smethwick. 

The application went 
before planners last month, 
but the decision was 
deferred after Sandwell 
Council chiefs asked for 
more information on how 
the site would be accessed. 

The pub, which dates back 
more than 100 years, has 
been closed for six years. 
Edgbaston-based Gill Devel¬ 
opments Ltd have handed a 
plan to Sandwell Council for 
a restaurant big enough for 
82 diners. 

Plans would see a sepa¬ 
rate unit for a takeaway, and 
first and second floor exten¬ 
sion for 10 apartments. Car 
parking spaces would also be 
created. 

There have been objec¬ 
tions from neighbours, con¬ 
cerned about noise, the 
number of restaurants and 
cafes in the area, and traffic 
and litter. 

Planning officer Dean 
Leadon has recommended 
approval on condition the 
number of diners is limited 
to 40 people. 

Club set to 
honour a 
jazz legend 

A JAZZ club is to be renamed 
in a tribute to its late 
founder, Andy Hamilton. 

The Corks Club, in Bear¬ 
wood, which was founded by 
the jazz legend will be 
relaunched as Silvershine 
Jazz club on December 20. 

Silvershine was the name 
of Mr Hamilton’s first 
album. The 94-year-old 
musician died on June 3, 
aged 94. Spokesman Paul 
Foad said: There will be an 
official launch of the Silver¬ 
shine Jazz club, but in the 
meantime, we’ve got a pro¬ 
gramme of excellent local 
artists. 

“As part of Andy’s legacy 
of educating young musi¬ 
cians, we will have regular 
jam sessions for anyone who 
would like to play in front of 
an audience.”

A total of 364 new homes 
plus public open space and a 
playground are being built 
on the 18-acre Lyng estate. 

Sandwell Councillor 
Derek Rowley, said: “It’s 
great to see that we are 
ensuring that young 
apprentices are benefiting 
from these opportunities.” 

Sadness 
at demise 
of AWM 

THE regeneration chief of 
Sandwell Council has 
spoken of his sadness over 
the loss of a £300 million 
quango which invested 
heavily in the region. 

Advantage West Midlands 
employed 200 staff and was 
behind the i54 business park 
in Wolverhampton. It was 
one of nine regional develop¬ 
ment agencies set up to 
attract funding into the 
regions, which were 
scrapped by the Coalition 
Government. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, 
the borough’s jobs and 
economy spokesman, said: 
“We do not have anywhere 
near as much investment 
now as before AWM went. 

“I know as a local author¬ 
ity we have had to put a lot of 
our own money into projects 
to get people into jobs that 
might previously have had 
AWM’s help.” 


Time to get in the ring with heavyweights 


WHEN George Osborne announced in 2010 
that an extension of the Midland Metro would 
be funded in Birmingham, there was delight 
from the city council. 

But more than 13 years after the Midland 
Metro line between Wolverhampton and Birm¬ 
ingham opened, there is still no movement on 
an extension from Wednesbury to Brierley Hill. 

The plan has private sector backing. Merry 
Hill centre owners Westfield would stump up 
£36 million. The roads of the Black Country are 
a constant source of irritating congestion for 
commuters and hauliers alike. If ever there was 
a case for a rapid transit system, this was surely 
it. Instead, Brummies can save themselves a 


The Black Country has been punching below 
its weight for years and it is time to do some- 
thing about it, says DANIEL WAINWRIGHT 

five-minute walk between Snow Hill and New 
Street stations thanks to a £125m investment. 

Just what is it about the Black Country that 
means this area is left in the shadows while 
Birmingham has become a thriving, vibrant 
metropolis in line for high speed rail stations 
and with one of the best shopping destinations 
in Europe in the form of the Bullring? 

Paul Bennett, chairman of the Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce, thinks having 
four separate councils for Wolverhampton, 
Sandwell, Dudley and Walsall is stifling the 


region’s ability to come up with radical ideas. 

An over-arching organisation in charge of 
transport and regeneration is proposed. It 
would be similar to one in Greater Manchester. 

The potential is there to share council serv¬ 
ices between and cut out duplication, thus 
saving the taxpayer money and giving the 
region a pot of funding to pump into major 
infrastructure and grants for businesses that 
will boost employment. 

But before any grand plans are drawn up and 
signed the four councils must first take a long 
look at what they have been doing and under¬ 
stand why the region is not punching its weight 
against Birmingham when it comes to attract¬ 


ing investment.For years the councils have 
been funding the Black Country Consortium to 
work on projects that benefit the entire region. 
Any combined authority must be about cutting 
through the bureaucracy, removing the dupli¬ 
cation of roles and having a clear and deter¬ 
mined view about where the region is heading. 

In the 21st century we no longer conduct all 
our affairs in just one area. It is commonplace 
for people to live in one council area, work in 
another and spend their leisure time in yet 
another. 

Recognising that the Black Country needs its 
boroughs to pull in the same direction will allow 
it to become greater than the sum of its parts. 


Discussion on creating one 
super authority in region 


THE problem has plagued the Black Country for years. How does it 
punch its weight against big cities like Birmingham and Manchester? 
Council leaders are in discussions about whether to create a new tier 
of local government that would act on behalf of Dudley, Sandwell, 
Wolverhampton and Walsall on matters of joint importance. 


In the Black Country the councils already 
work together but major projects such as 
the extension of the Midland Metro out to 
the Merry Hill shopping centre have failed 
to make the government’s list of priorities 
while Birmingham was granted funding to 
take the trams to New Street. 

If a joint authority was created the four 
councils of the Black Country may be able 
to share services in planning and housing, 
public protection, regeneration and health, 
particularly at a time when primary care 
trusts are due to be dissolved and many of 
their powers transferred over to councils. 

The Labour leader of Wolverhampton 
City Council, Roger Lawrence, is keen to 
pursue a body similar to the recently 
launched Greater Manchester Authority 
which would oversee transport and regen¬ 
eration. 

Councillor Darren Cooper, Labour leader 
of Sandwell Council, agrees while Council¬ 
lor David Sparks, Labour leader of Dudley 
Council, would prefer to go further and 
explore merging the authorities completely. 
Only Mike Bird, Conservative leader of 
Walsall Council, wants to keep things as 
they are. 

Integration 

Councillor Sparks said: “I’ve always been 
in favour of the closest possible integration 
of the four authorities. In my ideal world 
that would be one Black Country authority. 
But we’re not in my ideal world and we 
should look at a combined authority similar 
to that in Greater Manchester or Yorkshire. 

“The current boundaries of the Black 
Country are completely irrational. My own 
ward of Quarry Bank and Dudley Wood is 
next to Cradley Heath and Old Hill in 
Sandwell and I defy anybody to point out 
where the boundary is. 

“There was a partial reorganisation of 
the Black Country in 1966 and that was the 
time when a single authority should have 
been established. The main priority now 
needs to be a single co-ordinated, strategic 
approach on issues such as regeneration 
and transport which clearly go across local 
authority boundaries.” 


Could the region become an economic 
powerhouse if its four regions merged? 
DANIEL WAINWRIGHT reports 

He said he hoped to meet other leaders 
towards the end of the month to decide how to 
proceed. Councillor Lawrence said: “There 
are some discussions going on about creating 
a combined authority. It will not be a unitary 
authority. 

“All the councils would carry on as they are 
in regards to services like bin collections and 
children and young people. A combined 
authority, like what they have now in Greater 
Manchester, would cover things like trans¬ 
port and economic regeneration. 

“The transport needs of the Black Country 
go beyond our borders, such as talk of a link 
road from the M54 to the M6 Toll road or 
freight depots.” 

The Black Country already has a body 
called the Black Country Consortium funded 
by the authorities that works to boost inward 
investment, sport and tourism. 

Sandwell Council leader Darren Cooper 
believes an authority with political leadership 
would be able to do more. He said: “I wouldn’t 
want a unitary authority because we could 
end up like Birmingham where localism and 
the closeness of the community is lost. But an 
authority based on the model Roger has sug¬ 
gested would keep the best of both worlds. 

Councillor Bird said: “I think we already 
work well together.” 

Paul Bennett, president of the Black 
Country Chamber of Commerce called for a 
debate on the idea and said the region was in 
need of a change to help it attract the “trans¬ 
formational change” that had been seen in 
Birmingham and Manchester. 

Dudley Labour MP Ian Austin, a former 
West Midlands regional minister, has backed 
the calls. He said: “There will be tens of thou¬ 
sands of jobs created in growth areas like 
digital media, advanced manufacturing and 
bio-technology, and we need to put ourselves 
in a position to attract them. That will only 
happen if we improve co-ordination on 
matters such as economic development, 
regeneration and transport.”

Council to tackle minister on fire cuts 


SANDWELL’S full council will 
write to the Government to appeal 
for a fair deal on funding for West 
Midlands fire service, amid fears 
that cuts could cost 200 more front¬ 
line firefighters their jobs. 

In an unprecedented move, 67 of 
69 councillors on the authority 
voted to send a letter to fire minister 
Brandon Lewis calling on him to 
consider the consequences of cuts 
which it is feared could see the 


service lose 15 per cent of its formula 
grant from the Government from 
April next year. 

Tory councillor Mavis Hughes 
voted against the letter, and fellow 
Conservative councillor Ann 
Hughes abstained. 

The authority, meeting at 
Sandwell Council House in Oldbury 
last week, heard that if cuts were at 
the top end, 11 fire stations of the 
service’s 38 would close. 


Since the beginning of the Com¬ 
prehensive Spending Review, the 
service has battled against the 
double impact of 12.5 per cent cuts, 
compared to the national average of 
6 per cent. The region’s service has 
lost 102 support and 292 uniformed 
staff. A recruitment freeze has been 
in place since 2009. 

The service has now been warned 
cuts will be “backloaded” so they 
will be deeper in the final three years 


of the CSR. Fire Authority chair¬ 
man, ex-firefighter and Sandwell 
Councillor John Edwards said if cuts 
hit 15 per cent as feared, a further 
200 uniformed officers would have 
to go. 

The service has introduced 
charges for non-emergency call¬ 
outs, so people face a potential 
charge of £412.80 per hour for an 
appliance or specialist vehicle called 
out. 


Mother died in pain 
after hospital visits 


A 33-year-old mother-of-four died after months of pain 
during which more than 30 hospital visits and appoint¬ 
ments failed to detect she had cervical cancer, it has 
been claimed. 

Now the family of Jeannine Harvey, of Regis Road Rowley Regis, have 
launched legal action, saying she died in unnecessary pain after doctors 
repeatedly failed to diagnose and treat the disease. Her sister Marie 
Donovan, aged 34, from West Heath in Birmingham, said: “No-one lis-

HOSPITAL bosses have apologised 
for the distress Jeannine Harvey’s 
family have suffered. 

Jessamy Kinghorn, of Sandwell 
and West Birmingham Hospitals 
NHS Trust said: “We are extremely 
sorry for any distress caused to the 
family. 

“An internal investigation has 
been held into Jeannine’s care and 
it was agreed that one of the 
medical team present at the review 
would speak to Jeannine’s family 
about the findings. 

“We have not received a com¬ 
plaint from them but we are more 
than happy to meet them to discuss 
any aspect of her care further. 

“We can understand their need 
for answers and this is what our 
internal investigation process is 
about, examining what lessons 
there are to be learnt and making 
changes if there is anything that 
needs to be changed.” 

Carole Cole, of University Hospi¬ 
tals Birmingham NHS Foundation 
Trust, which runs the Queen Eliz¬ 
abeth Hospital Birmingham, said: 

“The Trust extends its sympathies 
to Jeannine Harvey’s family. The 
Trust has not received a complaint 
from the family, nor have we been 
approached by their legal represen¬ 
tatives.”

Miss Harvey, a former student at 
Sandwell College, made repeated 
visits to Regis Medical Centre, City 
Hospital, Sandwell Hospital and 
Queen Elizabeth Hospital between 
last December and this April, with 
pain in her left leg and abdomen. 

A scan at City Hospital revealed 
a mass in her pelvic area but, on 
February 14, a laparoscopy found 
no sign of cancer, said Miss 
Donovan. 

She said Regis Medical Centre 
stepped up medication while staff 
at Sandwell put the discomfort 
down to protruding discs, anxiety 
and nerve pain. Miss Harvey went 
to Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
April with stabbing pains but this 
was explained as nerve pain as well, 
Miss Donovan said. 

Specialist 

She said Miss Harvey was even¬ 
tually diagnosed at City Hospital as 
suffering from a rare form of 
cancer. She waited six weeks to see 
a specialist but just before 
chemotherapy was to start a biopsy 
ruled out the diagnosis. 

She was admitted to St Mary’s 
Hospice in Selly Oak on July 13 and 
died 10 days later. A post mortem 
examination revealed she had cer¬ 
vical cancer. 

Lawyer Jill Davies, for the family, 
said: “Even if Jeannine’s life could 
not have been saved, with an earlier 
correct diagnosis she could have 
avoided months of pain.” 

An inquest date is to be set. 

Regis Medical Centre practice 
manager Janice Pilipenko said: 
“We are very sorry about the tragic 
death of Mrs Harvey and would like 
to pass on our sincere sympathies 
to her family. We are not able to 
comment on individual cases.”

Officers 
act on 
problem 
at shops 

A SMETHWICK shopping 
centre has become the focus 
of a police operation to 
tackle residents’ complaints 
about nuisance youths. 

Residents and traders 
have complained to police 
about behaviour at the West 
Cross shopping centre, 
Oldbury Road. Many live or 
work in neighbouring 
streets, in particular Mar¬ 
riott Road and Marshall 
Street. 

Problems include graffiti, 
criminal damage and domes¬ 
tic violence, possession of 
weapons and drugs, with 
most reports coming in 
between 3pm and lam. 

Sgt Amjad Rasul, who 
covers the St Paul’s neigh¬ 
bourhood, said partnership 
and extra patrols were 
helping to deal with the 
problems. 

He said: “Over the last 
month there has been a 
general decrease in reports 
of anti-social behaviour. 

“Increased police patrols 
have been made within the 
shopping area and the flats 
above. A number of youths 
have been identified and 
home visits made, where 
letters of advice have been 
given to the parents. 

“Stop and search has been 
conducted where intelli¬ 
gence has been received 
regarding drug use. A 
number of arrests have been 
made for drugs and posses¬ 
sion of offensive weapons.” 

Experts

PEOPLE with long-term 
health conditions are being 
urged to get a flu jab by 
health chiefs in Sandwell. 

The flu jab is free for 
anyone who is pregnant, 
over 65, or has a health con¬ 
dition such as severe 
asthma, diabetes, a chest, 
heart, liver or kidney com¬ 
plaint, or lowered immunity. 

People in those higher- 
risk groups have been urged 
to get the jab as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Healthcare workers, 
carers, and parents of chil¬ 
dren aged six months or 
older should have the jab to 
protect patients or depen¬ 
dants, according to the 
experts. 

People can book an 
appointment for the jab 
through their GP surgeries.

COUNCIL chiefs have 
unveiled a new strategy for 
preventing homelessness in 
Sandwell. 

The aim of the strategy is 
getting people to seek help 
early if they find themselves 
in debt and struggling to 
meet rent or mortgage pay¬ 
ments. 

Sandwell Council’s home¬ 
lessness strategy sets out to 
ensure housing and support 
will be available for people 
who are sleeping rough, are 
homeless or are at risk of 
losing their home. 

The service offers money, 
advice and a range of serv¬ 
ices to help homeowners and 
people renting. 

Last year, 4,797 house¬ 
holds approached the 
council’s Housing Options 
Ser- vice. 

Many were seeking advice 
but 2,932 were in housing 
need and the service pre¬ 
vented 776 households from 
becoming homeless by using 
a range of services. 

Housing boss Councillor 
Simon Hackett, said: “Our 
new strategy will...deliver 
services to help homeless 
people off our streets. 

“I urge local communities 
to contact our Housing 
Options Service if they know 
of anyone sleeping rough or 
a risk of becoming home¬ 
less.”

Groups facing charges for using pavilion 



GROUPS and organisations that 
use West Smethwick Park Pavilion 
are being hit with charges to use 
its rooms. 

The Friends of West Smethwick 
Park made the decision to allow 
Sandwell’s Community Services to 
take responsibility for the man¬ 
agement of the building after 
members of the group’s committee 
could not agree a fair payment 
policy for the pavilion. 

Committee bosses decided a new 
charging system had to be intro¬ 


duced due to growing maintenance 
costs and utility bills. 

The bosses have now signed a 
stewardship agreement, which is a 
standard agreement for all com¬ 
munity buildings, and means that 
all those who use the building will 
have to pay in accordance with the 
council’s schedule of charges. 

Chairman Bob Evetts said: 
“This was not a decision taken 
lightly...an action made necessary 
by failure to agree a fair payment 
policy for all users of the pavilion. 


The council as owner is in a 
stronger position to achieve an 
outcome acceptable to all.” 

He added: “There was no con¬ 
sensus on the charges. We decided 
the best thing to do was to hand 
responsibility to the council.” 

The pavilion was opened follow¬ 
ing a £55,000 refurbishment just 
over a year ago. It was the former 
sons of rest building which had 
been unused for six years. 

The pavilion has a hall, kitchen 
and toilets plus ramp for easy 


access. The revamp was funded 
through the council, friends group 
and with contributions from resi¬ 
dents and businesses. 

Cabinet member for leisure 
services Linda Horton said: “The 
friends group notified the council 
that it no longer wanted to manage 
the centre and handed the keys 
back to us. 

“The council operates a charges 
systemand all groups pay in accor¬ 
dance with the agreed charges 
which are reviewed every year.” 


Association cleared of 
blame in kidnap case 


AN organisation which 
housed a double child kid¬ 
napper at a block of flats 
close to four schools was 
cleared of any blame in a 
security review. 

Adullam Homes Housing Associa¬ 
tion ran Lowrey Court, in Bristnall 
Hall Road, Oldbury, where Michael 
Jackson abducted a 10-year-old boy 
last November. 

Neighbours had raised concerns 
about the Christian association’s work. 

The block of flats which houses vul¬ 
nerable residents including ex-offend¬ 
ers, is close to Langley High School, 
Moat Farm Infant School, Bristnall 
Hall Technology College and Annie 
Lennard Infant School. 

But probation chiefs, police, and 
Sandwell Council have confirmed that 
the association could not have better 
anticipated the events of last Novem¬ 
ber. 

At the time, none of the tenants of 
Lowrey Court was subject to probation 
orders, or on licence from prison, so 
were housed lawfully as homeless 
people with a right to live in independ¬ 
ent housing. 

Exonerated 

Adullam’s business director Steve 
Woods said: “Adullam Homes attended 
a review panel which consisted of the 
West Midlands Police, the National 
Probation Service and the local author¬ 
ity. 

“The outcome of this review found 
Adullam Homes exonerated of any 
blame. 

“The review found that no further 
action was required by Adullam Homes 
to protect the community and tenants. 

“The review recognised that 
Adullam had cooperated fully with all 
of the agencies and the public involved 
and that we responded well to threats 
to the building and its other occu¬ 
pants.” 

Jackson has pleaded guilty to 
charges of kidnap, sexual assault, false 
imprisonment and kidnap with intent 
to commit a sexual offence in relation 
to the boy’s disappearance, and to 
abducting a 10-year-old girl in the West 
Midlands on September 14, 2011.

Award-winning parks 
fly the flag of success 


STAFF at a Sandwell park are 
celebrating after scooping a 
coveted Green Flag for the 
eighth time. 

Haden Hill Park has now won the 
award more times than any other park 
in the borough. Six council-run parks, 
one in each of the borough’s towns now 
boasts the prestigious award - the first 
time this has happened. 

They are Barnford Park in Oldbury; 
Haden Hill Park, Cradley Heath; Victo¬ 
ria Park, Smethwick; Victoria Park, 
Tipton; Sandwell Valley, West 
Bromwich, and Brunswick Park in 
Wednesbury. 

The latter was entered for the first 
time this year. 

Community-run Warley Woods, 
which was voted top Green Flag park 
in England in a public poll last year, has 
retained its Green Flag. 

Heritage 

Meanwhile, council-run Tipton 
Cemetery retains its status and 
Sandwell Valley Crematorium, West 
Bromwich, has gained a Green Flag for 
the first time following a £3.25 million 
refurbishment. It is the first cremato¬ 
rium to achieve such an award in the 
Midlands. 

Moorlands Allotments, West 
Bromwich/Wednesbury, and Barnford 
Park and Farm Road Allotments have 
kept their status, and Dingley Road 
Allotments, Wednesbury, has also now 
earned a Green Flag. 

Haden Hill Park has also been 
granted the Green Heritage Award for 
the fifth year. 

It is part of the Green Flag Award 
except it looks at parks of historical 
importance. There are only 51 winners 
of this award nationally. 

Sandwell Mayor Councillor Keith 
Davies said: “One of the most impor-

tant factors with Haden Hill Park is 
that there is a very strong, active and 
committed friends group. These are 
people who give their time to help at 
community events, raising money and 
helping with projects in the park. 

“The park is staging a series of bat 
walks and earlier this year 430 trees 
were planted as part of the Woodland 


Trust's Jubilee Woods Project.” 

The staff work closely with local 
primary schools providing outdoor 
learning - pond dipping, bug hunting, 
nature walks and activities and tree 
planting. 

They also work closely with 
Sandwell Museums Service on activi¬ 
ties and community events.

The 
charity’s headquarters will be at the 
former Smethwick Neighbourhood 
Office on Ford Street site and the edu¬ 
cation facilities will be based at the 
Brasshouse Lane site which has three 
classrooms. 


A CONTACT service for adult 
social care users in Sandwell 
will be overhauled to cut 
costs, and given a new name, 
because its reputation is so 
tarnished. 

The ASSIST service, which covers a 
helpline, email and fax and post from 
users, as well as processing disabled 
people’s blue badge applications, is in 
line for change - and jobs could go. 

The plan goes before councillors at a 
private meeting tomorrow (Friday). 

Reports mention the start of a 30-day 
consultation with employees at risk of 
redundancy, but numbers have been 
deleted because of their sensitive 
nature. 

The change will also see the helpline 
fitted with a computerised answer 
machine. 

The overhaul is being proposed 
despite ASSIST only being in place for 
two years. Neil Cox, personalisation 
development manager in adult social 
care, wrote: “Since November 2011 an 
internal improvement team have been 
working with ASSIST to improve per¬ 
formance of the staff and the service. 

Waiting 

“This has led to major improvements, 
however there are further improve¬ 
ments that need to be made, particu¬ 
larly in relation to correspondence 
received by email, fax and post.” 

The service’s “damaged reputation” 
was cited as one reason for rebranding. 

The call line came under fire towards 
the end of last year after callers were 
kept waiting on the phone. 

Average call times were cut by the 
start of this year as a new policy was 
introduced under which carers were 
told to take a few details and call people 
back, rather than complete a full assess¬ 
ment and leave others waiting on the 
line.

Haunting drama 
is lacking chills

Haunting Julia, 
Wolverhampton Grand 

ALAN Ayckbourn is proba¬ 
bly the UK’s most popular 
and prolific living play¬ 
wright. He is a master of 
witty dialogue and an expert 
on the mores and morals of 
the married middle classes. 

Haunting Julia, which he 
wrote 18 years ago, is his 
only play in which he 
attempts to scare an audi¬ 
ence. It’s a ghost story but it 
is also about guilt, the perils 
of being gifted and contains 
eloquent exposition on the 
super natural. 

It is set in a flat that has 
been turned into a museum 
dedicated to its former occu¬ 
pier Julia, a musical genius 
who died in her bedroom 
from an accidental (or suici¬ 


dal) overdose of sleeping 
pills at the age of 19. Twelve 
years after her death her 
still grieving father, her 
former boyfriend and a 
psychic apparently conjure 
her spirit by obsessing over 
the reasons for her untimely 
demise. 

The play is superbly acted 
by the three players. Duncan 
Preston is the bluff York¬ 
shire father who cannot 
accept that his talented 
daughter may have killed 
herself, or that he could 
never really appreciate her 
talent. 

Joe McFadden hides a 
secret as the now married 
ex-boyfriend who is sceptical 
about the supernatural. 

Richard O’Callaghan is 
the lisping psychic who may 


be unleashing dangerous 
forces beyond his control. 

The dialogue is good and 
interesting ideas are 
touched on. Is the father’s 
grief preventing Julia 
moving on? Is an all-con¬ 
suming talent a curse? But 
Ayckbourn doesn’t explore 
the ideas fully and too often 
lightens the mood with 
humour, which punctures 
any growing air of menace. 

The shocks are provided 
by loud noises and a big 
finale that involves some 
neat special effects. But 
Haunting Julia has one 
major flaw for those antici¬ 
pating a spine-tingling ghost 
story... it’s not scary. 

It continues at the Grand 
to Saturday.

THIS potted version of the 
Charles Dickens story, 
adapted by Jo Clifford, 
enhanced the gothic ele¬ 
ments but took liberties 
with the plot. Several char¬ 
acters were shed and events 
changed, so it felt like a 
sketchy impression of the 
novel. 

Some characters were 
reduced to leering 
grotesques in a production 
which owed much to the 
style of film director Tim 
Burton. It looked fantastic 
and the decaying dining 
room of Miss Haversham 
was gloriously recreated. 
The sound and lighting were 
eerie and a two-way mirror 
used to spooky effect. 

All the action took place at 
Miss Haversham’s, various 
characters emerging from 
hiding places to act out the 
story of Pip’s elevation to 
the gentry at a pace that was 
so fast it could be confusing, 

Paula Wilcox was suitably 
wraith-like as the imperi¬ 
ous, man-hating jilted bride 
and Grace Rowe was excel¬ 
lent as Estella. Young Pip 
(impressive Taylor Jay- 
Davies) often shared the 
stage with adult Pip (Paul 
Nivison). There was strong 
support from Chris Ellison, 
Jack Ellis and Nathan Guy. 

It was a play that met 
expectations but failed to 
exceed them.

Man targeted stores 
to fund heroin habit 


A PROLIFIC shoplifter who plun¬ 
dered stores for tins of salmon 
and champagne to pay for his 
£30-a-day heroin habit has been 
handed a community order. 

Adam Grigg, of Pelsall, went on a shoplift¬ 
ing spree at Co-op in Lichfield, One Stop in 
Chasetown and Asda in Bloxwich on four 
separate occasions and sold some of the 
stolen goods in pubs, Walsall Magistrates 
Court heard. 

The 31-year-old, of Spring Lane, got away 
with hundreds of pounds worth of food, 
drink and household items over a six-week 
period in August and September this year. 

Jacket 

Mr Jason Corden-Bowen, prosecuting, 
said he hid items, including tins of salmon, 
washing powder and coffee, under a high 
visibility jacket on at least two occasions. 

The thefts came to light at Co-op in Marks 
Walk, Lichfield, and One Stop in High 
Street, Chasetown, after CCTV footage was 
reviewed. 

Grigg was arrested on August 25. Whilst 
on police bail, he stole eight tins of salmon 
and two refill packets of coffee from Asda in 
Woodall Street, Bloxwich. He was caught by 
security guards. 

Grigg admitted four counts of theft, relat¬ 
ing to more than £400 worth of goods, and 
two counts of failing to surrender to bail. He 
was handed a community order with a 12- 
month supervision requirement.

Cab drivers appeal to council

“There are more than 200 cabs in 
Sandwell and eight spaces in West 
Bromwich, its largest town, are not 
enough. We did approach the council 


before the town’s regeneration work 
started. I was in meetings with officers 
asking what could be done. Nothing has 
happened, and that was two years ago. ” 

Councillor Ian Jones, the borough’s 
neighbourhoods boss, said the author¬ 
ity would consider how to help. 

He said: “The difficulty we have at 
the moment is that the regeneration of 
West Bromwich is ongoing and not all of 
it is finalised. Once it is finalised, we 


will have a better chance of finding a 



permanent solution.”

POLICE officers in Walsall will 
resolve more issues over the 
phone, as a shake-up of local 
policing was revealed. 

Changes will come into force in the 
Walsall borough from January next year. 

Chief Inspector Mike O’Hara said the 
details of numbers of officers in each local 
policing unit were not yet known but con¬ 
firmed changes were on the cards. 

The plans have prompted fears it will 
mean a reduction in the number of officers. 

It had already been announced that more 
than 100 officer and staff posts will be axed 
at West Midlands Police to save £7 million. 

Figures 

Mr O’Hara said: “The number of officers 
on duty at any one time will be determined 
through an analysis of crime figures and 
other data spanning many years. 

“This is to ensure the right number of offi¬ 
cers in the right places at the right time, 
with the right skills and experience. 

“Whilst we have no agreed details relating 
to the number of officers... it is understood 
that teams will change. 

“However, this will be reflected in the 
duties and responsibilities attached to those 
teams.” 

He insisted changes would help provide a 
better service, adding: “Response times to 
emergency 999 calls will be improved and 
the dedicated local investigation team will 
ensure opportunities to solve and resolve 
crime and disorder will be maximised. 

“As part of the changes, where appropri¬ 
ate, the force aims to resolve more issues 
over the phone at the first point of contact, 
so the public are not passed from person to 
person or team to team.” 

The move has prompted concern it could 
be a “step backwards”. 

Councillor Doug James said an increase in 
police numbers in Darlaston South in recent 
months had already paid dividends.

Proposals

AN MP has criticised proposals that would 
see his parliamentary constituency carved up 
as the political map of the West Midlands is 
redrawn.

The Liberal Democrats 
are refusing to support the 
plans. 

Labour’s Mr Austin will 
face losing most of his 
Dudley North seat if the 
merger with part of West 
Bromwich West is approved.

It could mean Mr Austin 
going up against his coun¬ 
terpart Adrian Bailey to win 
the Labour nomination for a 
new Dudley East and 
Oldbury constituency. 

Mr Austin said: “I hope 
this proposal does not get 
through because I think it is 
an attempt to fiddle the 
boundaries to make it easier

for the Tories to win. 

“I think the whole plan is 
a dog’s breakfast with par¬ 
liamentary constituencies 
going across local council 
areas.” 

Under the scheme, one of 
Wolverhampton’s three MPs 
would go, along with one of 
Sandwell’s four MPs. 

But a possible merger 
between the Halesowen and 
Rowley Regis constituency 
with the Stourbridge seat 
has been scrapped. 

Instead Stourbridge 
would take in Wordsley and 
Brierley Hill wards from 
Tory MP Chris Kelly’s 
Dudley South constituency. 

However the newly 
named Stourbridge and 
Dudley seat would lose 
Quarry Bank and Dudley 
Wood wards.

Trading standards team 
reveals cosmetics shocker 


NEARLY three-quarters of cos¬ 
metic products tested by trading 
standards in Sandwell failed to 
comply with the law, it has been 
revealed. 

A shocking 73 per cent of the products 
tested by Sandwell Trading Standards 
failed to comply with the cosmetic products 
safety regulations. 


An investigation into the safety of 
imported cosmetic products found that 
nearly three quarters of those sampled 
failed to comply with the law. Fifteen cos¬ 
metic samples were analysed and 11 were in 
breach of regulations. An exfoliating soap 
claimed to be “enriched with apricot 
extracts and vitamins”, but no vitamins 
were found in it. 

A bottle of nail varnish was reported by 
the analyst to contain toluene, but the 


required safety warning was missing. 
Toluene is a chemical which can cause skin 
irritation, dizziness, headaches or nausea if 
inhaled. Products containing it must have a 
safety warning. 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood serv¬ 
ices Councillor Ian Jones said: “Consumers 
are entitled to assume that every cosmetic 
product is safe, contain what they say they 
do, and meet any specific claims they make. 
Trading standards are ensuring that cos¬ 


metic products sold in Sandwell are safe.” 

Other products were found to have no 
details for traceability and another product 
which made medical claims wasn’t licensed 
by the Medicines and Healthcare Products 
Regulatory Agency as it should have been. 

Bob Charnley, Trading Standards 
Manager, added: “Businesses are co-operat¬ 
ing and the offending items have all been 
removed from sale

Brazilian adventure

| f you do a search on the Internet for 

3razil with Michael Palin; chances 

are the results will feature a 1985 
film directed by his old Monty Python 
mate Terry Gilliam. 

In it, Palin subverts his nice-guy 
image by playing Jack Lint, a hard¬ 
working but unscrupulous torturer who 
is loyal only to the regime that 
employs him. 

We can assure viewers that Palin 
won’t be appearing as that character 
in this new, four-part series. Instead, 
he’s back to his affable best and back 
on the road. 

After spending the past 25 years 
travelling the world for our 
entertainment, you would think that 
Palin had been everywhere, wouldn’t 
you? 

It’s true that the comedian-turned- 
actor-turned-globetrotter has more 
stamps in his passport than most 
people, but there’s one place he’s 
never been to, and it happens be the 
fifth-biggest country on the planet - 
Brazil. 

“I’d spent one night there in 1996, 
on the way from South Africa to Chile 
to fly to the South Pole, and had seen 


nothing except the salesmen on 
Copacabana Beach,” he says. 

Brazil is a nation that, over the next 
four years, will increasingly be in the 
spotlight because not only will it host 
football’s World Cup in 2014, it’s also 
the next host country of the Olympic 
Games in 2016. 

Palin begins his tour in the north 
east, which was once an area 
populated by European settlers who 
grew wealthy by exploiting slave 
labour; now it has a vibrant mix of 
cultures. 

In Sao Luis, he learns about a 
200-year-old ceremony performed on 
its backstreets, goes dancing, and 
samples life with the local area’s old- 
style cowboys. 

Then it’s on to Salvador, where Palin 
learns about the religion of 
Candomble and tries African 
drumming before rounding off the first 
leg of his tour by taking a trip on a 
traditional saveiro boat. 

“It was a thrilling journey, full of 
great sensations, and provided I can 
stay on my feet, I think this Brazil 
series has the potential to be very 
special.” 


But even if it isn’t, you get the 
impression that Palin will shrug it off, 
and continue to smile: “My general 
feeling is that I’m extraordinarily 
fortunate to be alive and try and look 
at each day as an enormous 
opportunity.” 

Another reason for Palin’s stability is 
his happy home life. He’s been married 
to childhood sweetheart Helen since 
1966, and they have three adult 
children - Tom, Will and Rachel. 
However, none of them accompany 
him on his travels. “It’s difficult enough 
to make these journeys with a crew of 
seven,” he explains. ‘There’s no time 
for family life really, it’s a sort of 
commando raid - a little group of 
people who all have something to do - 
and you wouldn’t take your granny on 
a commando raid. 

‘Also, my wife is quite happy to let 
me get on with doing this. She’s got 
used to it over the years. Even before I 
was doing travel shows I’d be filming 
away for six weeks at a time. Now the 
children are grown up it’s much 
easier.” 

He may only just have returned, but 
we’re already looking forward to his 
next trip. _

VOLVO’S mid-sized crossover SUV the XC90 
has been with us since 2002 and it is fair to say 
is probably due for a re-generation - after all 
ten years as the first generation, although 
tweaked over those years, is far longer than 
Dr Who manages. 

But it looks as though the earliest we might see a new 
face is in 2013.

MULUMBU LOSS Will 
BE COVERED - CLARKE 


STEVE CLARKE believes he has the players to 
cover the loss of key midfielder Youssouf 
Mulumbu to the Africa Cup of Nations in the 
New Year. 

The Albion boss is reserving the right to use the January 
market for any reinforcements he may need now that his 
lynchpin has booked a place with DR Congo at the finals in 
South Africa. But Clarke assessed the prospect of 
Mulumbu’s untimely exit back in the summer and con¬ 
cluded there was enough cover to plug the gap. 


“We spoke about it at the 
start of the season,” he said. 
“We knew we had the possi¬ 
bility to lose Youssouf if he 
decided to come out of retire¬ 
ment, which he did. 

“We discussed it and we 
think we have enough in the 
squad to cover any absences 
in January. If not, it’s a good 
month for it because the 
transfer window is open 
again and if you need to 
address the situation you 
can.

“Many things can change 
between now and January 
but as things stand we’re 
comfortable with the squad 
we’ve got.” 

Mulumbu scored for his 
nation in a 2-1 defeat to 
Equatorial Guinea - but 
Congo held a 4-0 lead from 
the first leg. 

Nigeria have also quali¬ 
fied which could pose a 
threat to Peter Odem- 
wingie’s availability. 

Added Clarke: “I’m not 
really sure about Peter. He 
hasn’t been called up to a 
Nigeria squad since I’ve 
been here.” 

Clarke is mindful that 
Mulumbu, a huge hit with 
the Baggies since signing 
from Paris St Germain in 
2009, will leave when the 
fixture schedule is at its 
most hectic.

enough to persuade him that 
the mid-season break, back 
on the Premier League 
agenda, would help.

LUKE QUIGLEY was 
forced to sit out the final 
two races of the 2012 
British Superbike Champi¬ 
onship after injuring himself 
at Brands Hatch. 

The GBmoto Racing 
rider took a high-speed 
tumble in Saturday’s 
opening race and injured 
his left shoulder, meaning 
he was unable to take any 
further part in the 
weekend’s action. 

Having qualified 27th 
fastest, the Brierley Hill 
rider made a steady start to 
the opening race. He 
upped his pace and was 
soon circulating in 22nd. 

However, on lap five 
Quigley lost the front of his 
Honda as he tipped into 
Paddock Hill Bend. He slid 
clear of the bike as it cart¬ 
wheeled through the gravel 
trap. 

After initially suspecting Luke Quigley in action at Brands Hatch in the British Superbike Championship 

he had dislocated his left 
shoulder, Quigley was able 
to walk away without any 
serious injury. However, the 
decision was taken on 
Sunday morning that he 
would take no further part 
in the weekend’s racing. 

“We decided that, unfor¬ 
tunately, I would not be fit 
enough to race on 
Sunday,” said Quigley. 

“Although the shoulder 
was not dislocated, it had 
strained the joint. I didn’t 
have the strength in it to 
throw a superbike around 
for two 20 lap races. 

“It is obviously a shame 
for the season to end in this
